AS the Orrery i3 acknowledged to be the moft fuperior and the 


moft ufeful, of all the aftronomical inftruments, it is prefumed, 
that the following defcription of that inftru€tive machine, will not be 
unacceptable to the aftronomical and mechanical reader ; efpecially 
when it is confidered, that the intention of the writer is to fhew the

. difference of the perfomante of the lateft orreries, without defcribing 


the particulars of the machinery, or the phenomena produced by their 
motions; but only, by fhewing the pofitions, motions, and various 
times the bodies revolve in; and by comparing thofe times with the 
true times in which the planets revolve in the heavens, to prove how 
near the truth fuch machines are calculated to demonftrate the true 
time of the planets metions, _ 

In thefe machines there is a broad circle, réprefenting the Ecliptic 5 
on which are engraved the figns and degrees of the Zodiac, with the 
days and months of the year. A perpendicular line to the plane of 
this circle is called the axis of the ecliptic ; in the centre of this circles 
on the machine, is fixed a brafs ball, reprefenting the Sux, turning 
tound its axis, in 251 days; the axis being inclined from the axis of 
the ecliptic almoft 8 degrees, and tending towards the 8th degree of 
Pifces. There are feveral bodies that reprefent the planets; Mercury 
being firft in order, fupported by his axis, which is perpendicular to 
the Ecliptic, revolves round the Sun in 8722 diurnal rotations of the 
earth, The next is Venus, which performs her annual courfe in 224 
days and 17 hours, and turns on her axis in 24 days and 8 hours of 
time: Her axis forms an angle with the axis of the ecliptic of 75 de- 
os tending towards the eoth degree of Aquarius, an keeps paral- 

el to itfelf. The next to Venus, is our earth, which is half covered 
with a black cap, and makes 9651 diurnal rotations on her axis, in 
the time that fhe performs her annual motion round the Sun: Her 
axis isinclined 23 degrees 29 minutes, keeping parallel to itfelf, and 
inclining towards the firft degree of Cancer, ‘the Moon revolves 
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round the earth in 27 days, 7 hours and 43 minutes, and turns round 
her own axis exactly in phe fame time ; her orbit is inclined 5 degrees 
18 minutes ; and the line of the Nodes has its back motion, going 
through all the figns and degrees, in 182 years. Mars is without the 
earth’s orbit, and performs his annual motion in 68481 diurnal rota- 
tions of the earth ; his axis is perpendicular tothe Ecliptic. Fupiter 
is at a greater diftance from the Sun than Mars; his axis is perpen- 
dicular to the ecliptic, and he finifhes his annual circuit in 11 years, 
313 days, gnd1 hour of the fametime. Saturn, the fartheft from the 
Sun of all the Planets in the machine, performs his annual courfe in 
29 years, 219 days, 3 hours and 36 minutes of our time; his axis is 
perpendicular to the plane of the Ecliptic. The Satelites of Jupiter and 
Saturn, at their different diftances, nearly in true time, revolve round 
their primaries: The ring is placed round Saturn. On the machine 
are placed two dial plates, one fhewing the common, the other fidereal 
time. To this machine are added, a number of pieces, as occafion may 
require, viz. a {mall horizon circle round the earth, femicircle, folar 
ray, &c. 

The preceding defcription is the performance of the latefi improved 
Orrery (which exhibits.the greateft number of motions of the plan- 
ets, at one and the fame time) of any one hitherto made in England ; 
but, by adding the following improvements, you will have the per- 
formance of the Orrery lately made in Bofton, viz. The latitudes of 
the primary Planets. Mercury revolves in an orbit that forms an angle 
with the Ecliptic, of 6954’, The orbit of Venus forms an angle of 
3°52’, The orbit of Mars forms an angle of 1920’ The eccentri- 
cities. Mercury, Venus, the Earth, Mars and Saturn, revolve in eccen- 
tric Orbits, their eccentricities bearing their true proportions with 
their feveral mean diameters, The diurnal motions of Mars and Fu- 
piter: Mars turns round his axis in 24 hours and 40 minutes. of our 
time ; and Jupiter ies his rotation, round his axis, in g hours and 
56 minutes of the fame time, A body half covered with a black cap, 
reprefents the moon, going round the eariA, with its axis inclined and 
keeping parallel to itfelf. The parallel motion of Saturn’s ring. The 
inclination of the orbit of Jupiter's 4th Satelite, which forms an angle 
with the Ecliptic. The inclination of Satiurn’s five Satelites, which 
ancline 30 degrees, they keep in the plane of Saturn’s ring. There is 
alfo a great circle, reprefenting the Zodiac, on which are delineated 
the twelve figns; and there is an index, which points out all the 
places in this circle that the Planets appear in, as viewed from the 


centre of the Sun. MECHANICUS.

S there are various accounts refpe&ing Mr. M’Gitrivray, the 
famous Chief of the Creek Indians, the following fhort fketch 
may be depended on, it being related by one of his old {chool-fellows : 
About the year 1749, Alexander M’Gillivray, then a youth of 10 
years of age, was fent by his father from the Creek nation to this city, 
and committed to the care of Mr. Farquhar M’Gillivray, a relation of 
his father, by whom he was placed under the tuition of Mr. George 
Sheed, who was then, and now is, an eminent Englifh matter, having 
ated in that capacity upwards of forty years in this city, with great 
reputation. He was taught the latin language by Mr. William Hen- 
derfon, one of the mafters of the free fchool, and who was lately one 
of the Critical Reviewers in London. At the age of 17, M’Gillivray 
was fent to Savannah, and placed ir, the counting-houfe of General 
Elbert—he was afterwards theta time in the houfe of Meffrs Alexan- 
der Ingles and Co. During his apprenticefhip, he was fo fond of 
ftudy, that he devoted much more of his time to reading of hiftory 
than to the acquifition of mercantile knowledge. On this reprefenta- 
tion being made ta his father, he was fent for tothe Creek nation ; 
fince which, he has been raifed to his prefent exalted ftation, his 
countrymen, the Creeks, having chofen him their king ; and his Cath- 
olick Majefty having, it is faid, promoted him to the rank of 4 Rriga- 
dier-General in his fervice. His letters, which have at different times 
been made public, plainly evince the ftrength of his undetitanding ; 
and his general charaéter, as a man of undaunted courzge and urblem- 
ifhed integrity, is very generally agreed on by fuch as have had the 
pleafure of his acquaintance,

Te wages of labour are the encouragement of induftry, which, 
like every other human quality, improves in proportion to the 
encouragement it receives, Where wages are high we always find 
workmen more aétive diligent and expeditious than where they are 
low ; in the neighbourhood of great towns, than in remote country 
places. Some workmen, indeed, when they can earn in four days, 
what will maintain them through the weck, will be id/e the other 
three. Great labour, either of mind or body, continued for feveral 
days together, is, in moft men, followed by a great defire of relaxation 5 
which, if not reftrained by force, or by fome ftrong neceffity, is al» 
moft irrefiftible. It is the call of nature, which requires to be reliev- 
ed by fome indulgence, cither of eafe or of diverfion, If not compli- 
ed with, the confequences are often dangerous, and fometimes fatal. 
When matters liften to the diftates of reafon and humanity, they find 
occafion rather to moderate, than to animate the application of many 
of their workmen. It will be found, I believe, in every fort of trade, 
that the man who works fo moderately as to be able to work confiantly, not 
only preferves his health the longeft, but in the courfe of the year, executes 
the greateft quantity of work.

WINCHESTER, Dec. 4. 

Tuefday afternoon arrived here from Fort Wafhington, Lieutenant 
Stevenfon, of the Virginia battalion of levies;—He was in the unfor- 
tunate a€tion with the Indians on the 4th ult. and has favoted us with 
the following particulars, viz. That the number killed on our fide, 
amounts to 637, including officers—that Majors Brown, Clarke and 
Gaither, Lieut. Hopper, Quarter-Mafters, Ward, Reynolds and Sem- 
ple, are net among the flain as formerly ftated; but that Enfigns Wil- 
fon and Reeves, not mentioned before, loft their lives in the unhappy 
confliét—that Colonel Gibfon’s wounds, it is thought, will prove mor- 
tal—that Colonel Darke is but flightly wounded—that Capt. Darke, a 
moft promifing youth, received a mufket-fhot in his face, which fra&- 
ured a jaw, and rendered him fpeechlefs, but that he is ftill alive—~ 
that the Kentucky militia, which were to march with General Scott, 
did not go; General St. Clair having fignified to that officer, that the 
Fort had been amply fupplied with provifious, and every other requi- 
fite from Head-Quarters—that Major Hamtramack, of the 1ft United 
States regiment, is put under an arrefi, for fome fuppofed mifcondu& 
on the day of the a€tion—that he had information of the defeat, and 
was detached, but declined giving the neceflary fuccour tothe retreat* 
that the enemy’s lofs is conje&tured to be between one and two hun- 
dred—number of our troops engaged 1460—number of the enemys 
fuppofed to be between two and three thoufand.

BALTIMORE, December go,

A terrible pillage attended the fires 
The women and children were taken on board the King’s fhips ; and, 
we are told; few have fuftained other injury than the lofs ob proper- 
ty.”

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Extrak of another letter from a refpettable mercantile houfe in the fame place, 
to a gentleman in this town, dated the 3d inft. 

“Further particulars from Port-au-Prince have come to hand fince 
our lat. We learn that from 30 to 32, inftead of 27, fquares are de- 
ftroyed, (the town is compofed of 44) and thefe the moft valuable, 
All Captain’s-ftrect is confumed, and but very few, if any, of the prin- 
cipal merchants have efcaped. Not one of the fufferers had time to 
fave his books or papers. We are momentarily expecting further in- 
formation. We are, as yet, quiet here, and have little to apprehend 
from the mulattoes. At fort-Dauphin they have delivered up their 
cannon, and joined our army in that quarter. We have every reafon 
to fuppofe that Aux-Cayes has fuffered the fate of Port-au-Prince, 
The infurgents were in the neighbourhood of the town, when advices, 
received lait evening, were difpatched—Fort St. Louis was then in 
their poileffion. It is faidthey had warned the planters to retire to 
their plantations, on pain of fire andfword. The whites, at Leoganne 
and Petit-Guave, are difarmed, St, Marc has, probably, experienced 
the fame fate,”’ 


PHILADELPHIA, January 14,

‘in all the mai] contratis, without one farthing’s addition to the expenf{e,

That the King’s regiment fhould be fent to France, and the regiment 
of militia be given up to the blacks, to be by them maifacred in one 
indifcriminate flaughter,”” The whites readily fpurned at terms fo di- 
abolical ; on which the canals, by which the inhabitants were fuppli- 
ed with water, from the fountains back of the town, were cut aff ; that 
nearly 2000 buildings were deftroyed by the late fire, and the army 
of the blacks in plain fight of the town, The veflels were prohibited 
from failing, detained principally as a fhelter for the wretched inhab- 
itants. The place appeared one heap of rubbifh; bufinefs was ata 
total ftand, and all in the greateft coniternation.

TOWN MEETING. 
On Thurfday, the report of the Committee, as amended at the laft 
Town Meeting, was, after a fhort debate rejected by a large majority. 





We hear from Dover, New-Hampfhire, that a fire broke out in the 
Printing -Office of Mr. Ladd, by which accident the Office, together 
with a {tore adjoining, were confumed. 


Monday 23d was the coldeft day which has been known here for 
four years. ‘The Mercury in Farenhcit’s Thermometer at 6 o'clock, 
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42 
A. M. in the open air, flood at 10° below o, At Cambridge 11°, and 
at Salem 12°, 

On that feverely cold day, between 1s and 12 o’clock A. M, a very 
alarming fire broke out, in a houfe northward of the New-north meet- 
ing houfe, and very near it. The fire is fuppofed to have been caufed 
by acandle being dropped among fome chips inthe cellar, The wind 
being at N, W. and the houfe in flames before the fire was difcovered, 
there was for fome time, the greateft danger that the meeting houfe 
woudd have taken fire, in which cafe the deftruétion of the furround- 
ing buildings#and all to leeward muft have been the confequence. 
Notwithftanding the feverity of the feafon, the vigourous exertions of 
the inhabitants, affifted by our brethren of Charleftown and Roxbury, 
and the jolly tars from the fhipping, in a fhort time circumfcribed the 
operation of the flames, and confined the devaftation to two houfes, 
viz. thofe of Deacon Holland, and Mrs. Jarvis.

Extraét of a letter from Cape Francoife, dated December 6, 1791. 

* The advices you muft have received frem all parts of this Ifland, 
cannot have alleviated your fears refpeéting its fituation. Matters 
have been growing worfe from the beginning, and every day feems to 
bring fome new difafter. All this part of the Ifland is in poffeffion of 
the Negroes. Our encampment at Lemonade, was abandoned about a 
fortnight paft ; fince which, fire and {word have been carried through 
that part of the country. 

“The whole colony of St. Dominga is deftined to ruin, We have 
every reafon to prefume that Aux Cayes is now in afhes. This bound 
of Hell-hounds were marching againfl it, and were a€tually in poffef- 
fion of Fort St. Louis. 

** The whites at Petit and Grand Goaive, have been difarmed, and 
report fays, many of them manacled. Leogane has fubmitted to the 
fame humiliation. S¢, Mark will probably follow ; and the Cape re- 
ynains the only place of fafety in the Ifland, Every thing here appears 

uict. 

‘The commiffioners from the National Affembly have arrived, 
When they left France, no news of our misfortune had been received. 
They ailure us we may calculate on immediate aififtance from the 
nation; andthat acompetent force will be difpatched to our relief 
till their arrival, we can only wait, on the defenfive. Our troops are 
already beat down by fatigue. 

* You may remain perfeétly cafy about the Cape. Our local advan- 
tages infure us againft an attack without; and the vigilance of our 
guard from any accident within. Our houfes are not like thofe of 
Port-au-Prince, built of wood. Every Square is guarded ; Patroles 
are continually paffing, and fo perfe& is eur internal police that no 
Country Village can be more filent than this town after Gun-fire.”

“ | HAVE this moment received authentic accounts from the Corn- 

planter, that an attack on this garrifon will almoft immediately take 

lace; for the Indians from below declare that they are determined 
to reduce this place, fhake the Cornplanter bythe head, and {weep 
the river from end to end. 

‘“‘ You are moft earneftly requefted, and if I have any authority, 
pofitively ordered, to fend me, without lofs of time, one fubaltern and 
20 men as a reinforcement, together with my men who have been 
left fick at Fort Pitt. *Under this convoy, fend me provifions to make 
five months rations for 70 men. This news is not fictitious ; nor 
this letter to be trifled with. I have written to the minifter of war 3 
but his orders will come too late. lam, &c.

LEGISLATURE - 

The bufinefs of the Legiflature, as ftated in our laft, has made little 
other progrefs, than maturing in the hands of the various committees. 
The Houfe have again fent a valuation bill to the Senate, but this rule 
of apportionments, always uncertain, feems to draw much lefs atten- 
tion from all parties, fince the decreafe of dite& taxation, than in for- 
mer years, when fo great burthens were to be regulated by it. 

The bill for incorporating fundry perfons by the name of the Bofton 
Tontine Aflociation, has been taken up in the fecond reading. Among 
the arguments againft this bill we may ftate, the promotion of fpecu- 
lation, the great proportion of fub{cribers who dwell without the State, 
and who confequently will draw off the profits ; the nominal increafe 
of wealth, without any real acquifition of property by the extending 
ef credit beyond the real capital, the promotion ef a wifh among 
the fubfcribers, to fee each other fall a facrifice. and the gaining a 
tiches by the furvivors without labour, te 
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To thefe arguments were oppofed, the fecarity which would bé af. 
forded to fubfcribers againft ruin and diftrefs, from accidents to which 
property will always be liable, without fome fuch fund of infurance: 
‘The advantage refulting to the Commonwealth from forcign fubfcrib¢ 
ers, by drawing a proportion of this large capital from other States. 
The fuitablenefs of the plan for promoting the credit and value of 
real cftates, and the high ach nage of another State incorporating 
the fub{cribers, if they fhould be refufed in this. Aftcr a pretty lon 
debate, before a very crowded audience the bill was again committe 
for amendments. 

Yefterday in the afternoon came before the Houfe, the report of the 
Committee on the law for preventing ftage plays, and other theatrical 
eittertainments. 

‘‘That it was not expedient to repeal that law.” The report was 
oppofed, in a fenfible and judicious fpeech, by Mr. Tudor ; Mr. Gayr- 
diner delivered an elaborate and learned eflay to prove the ftage con- 
fiftent with the principles of chriftianity and good morals, and Dr. 
Jarvis difplayed the blaze of eloquence, in a fpecch pure, forcibly and 
refinedly ingenious, Yet all this, enforced by obfervations from other 
gentlemen, and not oppofedby any other fpeaker, did not produce con- |
